“One of the first things that the 
student must do, and which probably 
is of the greatest importance, is to 
ask himself, ‘Do I want to become 
a journalist?’,” paragraphed Mr. 
Thomas E. Pickerill, editorial writer 
and Placentia Chamber of Com- 
merce head. He is the writer of 
“Picks Topics” and ‘“‘The Fumigator’, 
the latter. appearing in the 
Santa Ana Register. The former 
column appears in 100 daily and 
weekly newspapers throughout the 
nation. Literary Digest and Movie 
Topics use the analytic gists of this 
noted columnist. 

“Many young talented writers 
never reach the limelight for when 
friends have commended their manu- 


script, they place their work in a 
drawer satisfied with their achieve- 
ment. The failure to submit his work 
to various publishing companies ac- 
counts for his monentity as a writer. 
Selling the article is as important as 
send his manuscript to the various 
tor,” the latter appearing in the 
publishing firms until it reaches the 
firm which is in the market for that 
particular article.” 
Urges Specialization 

“Specialized writing is a vital ne- 
cessity for success in the field,’ he 
continued as he lit another match to 
light his pipe (like legions of men 
who light pipes, he was an inveter- 
ate smoker of matches.) ‘Early 
choice of the branch of writing is es- 
sential. Once decided, the young

Each Afternoon For Season’s First 


Appearance At Orange Show Relays 


Santa Ana junior college’s 1930 
track team will make its first ap- 
pearance this coming Saturday at the 
National Orange show relays at San 
Bernardino. Coach Bill Cook, jaycee 
track mentor, intends to  concen- 
trate on the relays, and not enter 
any men in the special events. 


A large squad is working out every 
night and Coach Cook has arranged 
for tryouts tonight to determine de- 
finitely his relay entrants. Cook in- 
tends to enter only a medley relay 
team, a four man mile team, and a 
four man 440 yard team. 

The medley relay team will be 
made up of two men running a 440, 
one stepping the 880, and one run- 
ning the mile. Captain Joe Warner, 
and Carl Schoenberg will probably, 
if everything goes right tonight, run 
the two quarters, Tommy Cone will 
probably step the half-mile, with 
Tom Donahue taking care of the mile. 
This combination should get some- 
where in the jaycee competition. 
Schoenberg is capable, at this early 
stage, of turning in a 55 second quar- 
ter, while Warner should come in 
around 53 seconds. Cone should step 
the half-mile in around 2 minutes 4 
seconds, while Donahue should come 
make the mile, considerably under 5 
minutes. 


In the 440 yard relay, each man 
runs 110 yards. The Dons entry in 
this event will probably consist of 
Elmer ‘Swede” Whistler, Joe Rod- 
riquez, Warren Schutz and Joe War- 
ner. 


If everything goes as expected, 
Leland Dresser, Whistler, Schoen- 
berg, and Ed Adams will take care 
of the four man mile event, with 
each running a quarter. 


At present more than 20 
men are working out every night in 
preparation for the coming season. 
At present Captain Warner is work- 
ing out for the weights, broad jump, 
and 220 and 440 yard runs. Wayne 
Bartholemew and Art Jacques are 
limbering up for the high jump, with 
Bartholemew also intending to do 
some hurdling, Schutz, Rodriquez and 
Whistler are working for the sprints, 
Adams, Cone, Schoenberg and Philip 
Martin are out for the half mile, 
Dresser, Donahue and Leroy Arnold 
intend to enter the mile and Jack 
Rimel works out for the pole vault. 

After the basketball schedule is 
completed, Jack Sweetnam and Ver- 
non Valentine are expected to turn 
out for the high jump, Wayne Gar- 
lock intends to come out for the 880 
yard dash, Carol Bertolet will be out 
for the weights, “Truck” Lindsey will 
be out for the hurdles, and Melvin 
Beatty will turn out for the jave- 
lin.

American Craw] 


Used By Experts 


For a number of years the Amer- 
ican natators had used the Austral- 
ian crawl, which is executed with the 
arms bent at the elbow thus using a 
short drive proved tiring, and slower. 
Today, thru the study of numerous 
experts, the improved stroke has been 
developed from the Australian crawl 
and resulted in the American crawl. 

In using the American crawl the 
double over arm method is used. The 
arm reaches out directly in front of 
the eye with the palm slightly cupped 
and bent inwardly the arm pushes 
down through the water and pulls to- 
ward the hip. The power of the stroke 
is received when a ‘drive’ or hard 
pull is made before touching the 
thigh. The left arm is now entering 
the water as the right arm is drawn 
out of the water. There is very little 
swaying of the body in executing the 
stroke as this has a tendency to sway 
the legs from the flutter kick. Air 
is drawn through the mouth just as 
the arm leaves the water. One should 
inhale through the mouth and exhale 
through the nose when the arm en- 
ters the water. The arm as it reaches 
forward for the next stroke should 
be relaxed. The head while exhaling

under the water should be with water 
level just above the eye brows. 
The kick or thrash should be four, 


six or eight, or ten beat movement. 
That is to say that both feet should 
make, say, four strokes each while 
a complete revolution of the arms has 
been made. The position of the toes 
should be slightly bent inward giv- 
ing the pigeon toed position and the 
legs about 14 inches apart. As the 
foot makes three beats in a “six 
beat movement” the arm makes one 
complete cycle. In order to avoid the 
swaying of the legs, which is gener- 
ally caused by the swaying of the 
body one should twist only their head 
to get a breath and not twist the 
whole body. The twisting tends to 
cause more resistence. 

In speed swimming breathing us- 
ually takes place every second or 
third completed arm strokes, It is 
best for the average swimmer to 
breath every stroke.

Leaders of daily newspapers: want 
writers who can handle the facts of 
life with distinct originality injected 
into their writings. 

Traveling Is Educational 

Mr. Pickerill was born in Marion, 
Indiana, where he attended the pub- 
lic schools, afterwards he entered the 
law profession.
